Severtl patients haTe lildy been limigjhtiil the 
hospital in a hopeless state, and the rate o£ motialify 
has consequently . been inereased. Of the. elev^^who 
have died, five were on the average less tbaA. four days 
in the hospital, and one died in an hour and a half 
after admission. All these had been brought by hospital- 
trains from France. The case of gangrene of the leg 
arrived in a very bad condition, but surviyed. tiU the 
third day. 

As a consequence of the conclusion of peace the 
staff of this hospital have been desirous to bring thdr 
engagement with the GoYernmeni to a elose, wUh a 
view to the dissolntion of the establisbmeni The trans- 
port of siok and wounded is belieTed by the authorities 
to be at an eud, and the number of patienti isL this 
district is no longer so great as to justify the presence 
of foreign surgeons. At the refjuest of the War Office 
they have eonseiited to remain until the end of the 
month of April, after which time the patients on their 
hands will be transferred to the care of tbeir own 
countrvmen.
